The Niagara Falls office 
of former MPP Kim 
Craitor has dealt with at 
least 100 constituency 
issues since he quit last 
Tuesday. 

And that’s not includ¬ 
ing calls or visits to see 
how the 10-year provin¬ 
cial veteran, who until 
Monday could not be 
reached for comment, 


was doing after his abrupt 
resignation, said Ron 
Planche, who is the only 
person staffing the 
Montrose Rd. office. 

“We had, obviously the 
day of the resignation, a 
lot of calls to offer their 
support for Kim,” said 
Planche, who was 
Craitor’s former executive 
assistant. 

Planche said he was 
asked by the Liberal cau¬ 
cus service bureau, which 
is responsible for manag¬ 
ing the offices of Liberal 
MPPs, to "provide some 
assistance to them” by 
temporarily staffing 
Craitor’s former office. 

Planche replaces the 
staff that used to work at 
Craitor's office. 

“That’s just a standard 
protocol when a 
member retires 
that staff are no 
longer with him,” 
said former staff¬ 
er Michelle 
Tavano, who 
declined to dis¬ 
cuss the issue

That was indicative of 
the residents and politi¬ 
cians he met in town-what- 
ever their political stripe, 
they were supportive and 
friendly, he said. 

He was fortunate in that 
the people he worked 
with—two lord mayors, 
and two terms of council 
members—were all people 
he respected, people he got 
to know personally, that he 
considered friends. 

"I couldn’t have asked 
for more kindness.”

His parting words are 
for his staff. 

“They’re the reason I 
had the success I had. I had 
amazing staff. I owe so 
much to those people. I 
couldn’t have done it with¬ 
out them.”

At the time of his resig¬ 
nation, he said it was to 
concentrate on his health 
and his family. 

There was speculation 
that the cancer survivor 
was facing the return of the 
disease he fought in 2006, 
and has spoken of openly 

It hasn’t, he said. 

The job just became too 
draining, too exhausting. 

“I was starting to feel I 
didn’t have the same ener¬ 
gy for it. I didn’t want to do 
the job halfway.” 

Scaling back wasn’t an 
option, he said. 

“I’d go from one crisis to 
the next crisis, from one 
issue to the next issue. It 
doesn’t end. And it was 
always going to be that 


Constituents who were 
experiencing difficulties in 
their lives, who were look¬ 
ing for help with their prob¬ 
lems, were never just 
names to Craitor—they 
were real people with real 
problems he wanted to fix. 

“I took it all personally, 
became part of it. It was my 
nature. I got to know peo¬ 
ple and I wanted to help 
them,” he says. 

“That’s who I feel bad 
for—the people of the rid¬ 
ing.” 

He begins to apologize 
for leaving them, but always 
one for showing emotions 
never far from the surface, 
he can’t go on—he has to 
stop and regroup. 

He has often said, and 
still believes, how lucky he 


dally for the Niagara Falls 
riding, he says. 

When he was in NOTL 
at the many functions he 
attended, he often talked 
abouthowmuchheleamed 
about the town when he 
was elected, and howmuch 
he came to love it. 

“People have been so 
kind, so welcoming. NOTL 
is an amazing town.” 

The first time he ever 
campaigned in NOTL, he 
knew he was a Liberal in a 
Conservative town. It was 
raining hard, and one of 
the first doors he knocked 
on was a woman who told 
him she was a Conservative 
and would never vote for a 
Liberal.

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School trustee floating vision for former high school site 


Sell Veterans 
Memorial Park, 
use revenue 
to fulfill 
‘wish list’ for 
community

Jonathan Fast, the only 
school board trustee liv¬ 
ing in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, has a plan for the 
former high school prop- 

It's a big plan, a com¬ 
munity plan that involves 
other properties. 

It’s a $10 million plan. 

But he has presented it 
to a sounding board of 10 
people, and so far nobody 
has told him he’s crazy, 

“They’re telling me it’s 


fabulous. I feel I have 
some support.” 

After about five differ¬ 
ent drafts and several 
conversations with 
District of School Board 
of Niagara representa¬ 
tives, the Town planning 
director and two NOTL 
town councillors, he’s 
ready to show it to the 
public. 

The board is likely to 
begin talking about the 
29-acre site and former 
high school building on 
Niagara Stone Rd. in the 
new year, he says, when 
the relocation of the sup¬ 
port staff now using the 
building as a resource 
centre should be com- 

He wants to jump in 
and begin a dialogue now, 
hoping to attract the sup¬ 
port and partnerships 
that are required to make 
his vision work. 

“The last thing we want 
is for the school to be left 


sitting there boarded up, 
when we could have kept 
it for something that will 
be of value to the com¬ 
munity." 

To make it work, Fast 
wants the Town to sell the 
20-acre Veterans 
Memorial Park property 
on King St. for residential 
development. 

It would be worth 
about $10 million— 
$500,000 an acre, says the 
real estate broker. 

It could be developed 
with a mix of detached 
and town homes, possibly 
with a three-storey con¬ 
dominium apartment. It 
would be within walking 
distance to the Old Town 
and the Shaw Festival 
Theatre, and would 
appeal to the retired and 
those preparing for retire¬ 
ment, he says. 

The pool and play¬ 
ground could remain as 
part of the new neigh¬ 
bourhood, the pool pri¬ 


vately owned for use by 
members. A memorial 
recognizing veterans 
could remain. No trees 
would need to come 
down. The historic 
Butler’s Barracks and the 
Commons would be 
untouched and would 
become the “beautiful 
backyard” of residents. 

Old Town merchants, 
who suffer during the off¬ 
season, would benefit 
from a year-round 
increase in business. 

“The Town has gone 
through similar actions in 
the past, relocating 
important services away 
from the tourist area, to a 
more convenient loca¬ 
tion,” Fast states in his 

"The new community 
centre has relocated. The 
new fire hall has relocat¬ 
ed. The new library has 
relocated—and the relo¬ 
cation has been wel¬ 
comed by the majority of 


the residents of the 

The former 29-acre 
high school property on 
Niagara Stone Rd. at East 
and West Line, on the 
other hand, is only worth 
about $50,000 an acre, 
and would be more diffi¬ 
cult to develop for resi¬ 
dential use with its exist¬ 
ing zoning. 

Fast would like to see 
the Town relocate 
Veterans Memorial Park 
to the high school site, a 
more convenient location 
for residents to access, he 
says. 

The NOTL Tennis Club 
would also be relocated, 
to become a covered year- 
round indoor facility with 
doors that open during 
good weather to give the 
feeling of playing out¬ 
doors. 

The Memorial Park 
soccer fields would be 
moved to Niagara Stone 
Rd., there could be anoth¬ 


er playground and splash 
pad, and a spectator facil¬ 
ity for basketball, volley¬ 
ball, badminton and gym¬ 
nastics, as well as indoor 
concerts, could be built. 

Fast envisions trees 
and walking trails on the 
school property. 

The school building 
would be sold off with five 
acres, to be used for busi¬ 
ness development, simi¬ 
lar to Willowbank's pur¬ 
chase of the former Laura 
Secord School site in 
Queenston. 

With new energy-effi¬ 
cient windows and a new 
parking lot, it could be an 
attractive site, and leased 
out to several businesses, 
he says. 

A new indoor pool, 
which residents have 
been asking for, could be 
built at the community 
centre to replace the out¬ 
door pool at Memorial 
Park.

Resident 
questions 
regional road 
planning 


Am I the only resident 
of Niagara-on-the-Lake 
who is alarmed at the 
Region’s latest plans (and 
lack of same) for Regional 
Road 55? 

I watch in vain each 
week for letters or editori¬ 
als indicating some smat¬ 
tering of concern. 

Our access to the 
resources and facilities 
outside this town is rapidly 
being choked off, and no 
one seems to care. The 
Region's latest plans for 
this vital roadway can only 
exacerbate the problem. 

Almost any day of the 

increasing lines of vehi¬ 
cles, such that emerging 
from business lots in Virgil 
is becoming very difficult 

Last summer, on the 
day of the rock concert, I 
was horrified to find a 
solid line of cars, crawling 
bumper-to bumper from 
the Skyway to Mary St. 
More recendy I have heard 


of two cases in which an 
ambulance took 25 min¬ 
utes to get to the party in 
need of emergency atten- 

Between unlimited 
development and rampant 
tourism, the reality of grid¬ 
lock cannot be far off. And 
what does the Region offer 
as solution? A traffic circle 
and more traffic lights. 
Apparendy they learned 
nothing about consulta¬ 
tion from their foolish 
installation of the totally 
unnecessary Hunter Road 
traffic lights 

Instead of impeding 
traffic flow they need to 
build a four and five lane 
roadway to accommodate 
the greater volume of traf¬ 
fic, just as was done on the 
entrance to Fonthill and 
Woodlawn Rd. in Welland. 
It's time some serious 
attention be paid to the 
needs of this community. 
We have three representa¬ 
tives on Regional council- 
why is our voice not being 
heard? 

Recently my wife and I 
witnessed a near accident 
on the new “roundabout" 
near Brock's Monument, 
when a confused driver 
forced his way out in front 
of the driver ahead of us. 
Clearly the driver could 


not figure out how to 
negotiate a traffic circle, 
even at the slow speeds 
generated on that portion 
of the parkway. And our 
Regional planners intend 
to put one on Regional 
Road 55. Makes you won¬ 
der what they were think¬ 
ing—or is that begging the 
question? 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
expressed pleasure at the 
news that the Region 
planned a three-lane road¬ 
way from Virgil to Old 
Town. Perhaps he can't 
fully appreciate the prob¬ 
lem this will create. A 
three-lane road is little dif¬ 
ferent from two lanes, 
except that passing 
becomes impossible with 
a dedicated turning lane in 
the centre, and thus all 
vehicles travel at the speed 
of the slowest, whether it 
be a gawking tourist or a 
farm vehicle. No place to 
have a medical emergen¬ 
cy. 

The ineptitude of 
Regional planning is a 
major problem which 
should elicit vociferous 
public outcry. If we don’t 
speak up soon we will 
surely live to regret our 
silence.

Time to cut back rose 


Bring in bulbs, 
tropical plants 
before weather 
grows colder 

The signs are all 
there—the chestnuts and 
walnuts are on the 
ground, and there are 
trees surrounded by bro¬ 
ken branches and leaves 
where the squirrels are 
making their nests ready 
for the winter. 

Now if only they would 
remember where they 
bury the walnuts so I 
would not have to dig up 
more walnut trees - they 
sure plant them deep. 

My first introduction to 
walnuts was when a friend 
moved to town and could 
not work out what the 
'fruit' on a tree in her back¬ 
yard was and got me to 
investigate - it was hard 
and green so I scraped the 
skin off with my nails — 
boy was that a dumb thing 
to do, especially when 
the diagnosis came too 
late for my black finger¬ 
nails, even soaking in 

I have started bringing 
in some of my tropicals 
and I am glad to say the

jasmine is doing well even 
though I have got it con¬ 
fused - it now blooms in 
late spring rather than 

The mandevilla was a 
surprise and a bonus—it 

plants in the pot, one 
white and one red, so I 
have high hopes for it next 
summer. 

One thing I have 
learned about helping 
tropical plants to survive 
is to avoid draughts, the 
area where I put them has 
four doors, two to the out¬ 
side, and my solution has 
been to plant artificial 
plants to give shelter 
where needed -1 had tried 
fabric pieces and while 
that worked it was not very 
attractive, and I have to 
admit some of today's 


bushes 

reproductions are very 
realistic. 

It is difficult to cut back 
plants when they are look¬ 
ing good, like the roses, 
but it is important that you 
do not leave long stems 
that can be whipped by 
the wind. If you leave 
spaces around the roots 
that let the water in, it 
freezes - end of one rose 
bush. (My 1812 rose has 
been incredible.) 

Now you should try to 
get your bulbs in over the 
next few weeks. Do not 
forget to add some bone 
meal to help give them a 
good start and if the squir¬ 
rels are a problem add 
some blood meal to throw 
them off. 

We have had great 
weather over the summer 
but some trees (especially 
evergreens) would enjoy a 
nice long soak before the 
winter. Leave the hose on 
at a trickle, if necessary 
build a little (about 2-inch) 
wall of dirt round the roots 
(usually the length of the 
branches). It is too late 
after the damage is done. 

So make a bouquet of 
all you have cut back and 
enjoy them all one more 
time.

accounts, we all take notice 
because it’s “our” money. 

Access to information law 
has increased the media's

heard is that the rules for 
what qualifies as Senate 
business are vague.

as a business expense, yet 
there are boundaries. 

Among my mature 
friends, I hear the word 
'entitlement' used in the 
same way, but applied to a 
very different demographic. 
It’s an accusation levelled at 
the younger generation; 
“Youth today have a sense of 
entitlement.” 

The allegation is young 
people grow up with the 
expectation they will have 
everything given to them. 
This is anything from the lat¬ 
est electronics, to vehicles, 
relationships, education, 
and of course a high-paying 
job with minimal working 
hours so they can enjoy 
everything else. 


While the finger pointing 
is easy to do, I suspect a few 
more of us could be raising 
our hands for also having 
had our spoons in the trough 
of entitlement.

Niagara College Teaching 
Brewery’s award-winning beer, 
inspired by War of 1812 bicenten¬ 
nial commemorations, until recent¬ 
ly was only available for purchase 
at the college’s Teaching Brewery 
retail store at the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Campus. It is now being sold 
at Liquor Control Board of Ontario 

The teaching brewery describes 
Butler’s Bitter as a modern take on 
the traditional bitters style of beer 
based on recipes that were used in 
the 1800s by English brewers—a 
well-balanced beer with caramel 
malts and English hops, 4.4% alco¬ 
hol. 

Butler’s Bitter has won several 
awards, including a gold in the 
Amber Ale category at the Ontario 
Beer Awards, a Golden Tap in the 
English Style Pale Ale Category at 
the Canadian Brewing Awards, a 
bronze in the Bitter category at the 
U.S. Open Beer Championships (it 
won gold in 2012), and a silver 
medal at the Dublin Beer Cup. 

The LCBO reports that Ontario 
craft beer has been an enormous 
success story in recent years.

Janice Thomson 
doesn't believe her 
appointment to the 
board of the Toronto 
2015 Pan Am Games has 
anything to do with 
cleaning up an expense 
scandal that has rocked 
the senior executive 
team of the organizing 
committee. 

"No, I don’t believe 
so. I believe it was a 
reflection of the fact 
there was an opening on 
the board,” the Niagara 
Parks Commission chair¬ 
woman said about her 
Sept. 9 appointment. 

“I was approached to 
bring tourism to the 
table and to broaden the 
benefits (of tourism) to 
the Pan Am Games. My 
other board experience 
over the years is compli¬ 
mentary to a board like 

Thomson, who is also 
the executive director of 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Chamber of Commerce, 
joined former Ontario 
premier David Peterson 
on the Pan Am and 
Parapan American Games 
organizing committee 
earlier this month. 

A QMI Agency investi¬ 
gation Sunday revealed 
top brass at TO2015 
charged taxpayers $1.89 
for cups of Starbucks tea, 
the costs to relocate a pet 
and for lavish team din¬ 
ners while abroad. 

Expense claim docu¬ 
ments obtained through a 
Freedom of Information 
request show the Pan Am 
senior team has travelled 
extensively to 

Guadalajara, London, 
Glasgow, as well as 
Jamaica and Brazil since 
they were hired in 2010. 

Expenses were claimed 
and approved for the $110 


it cost to relocate a pet, 
$53.76 to transfer mail 
from Vancouver, a $101 
manual on Handling 
Difficult Conversations 
with Employees, a $705 
thank-you dinner in 
Glasgow and a $560 team 
dinner in London. 

The spending led to 
harsh criticism from 
Toronto Mayor Rob Ford 
andprovincial Progressive 
Conservative Leader Tim 
Hudak, who both called 
for an auditor general's 
investigation. 

Liberal Premier 
Kathleen Wynne refused 
to ask the province’s audi¬ 
tor general to conduct a 
complete review of Pan 
Am expenses, insisting 
that she directed the tour¬ 
ism minister three weeks 
ago to push the TO2015 
board to “strengthen” 
their expense policy 


“where appropriate.” 

Wynne said some of 
the Pan Am Games’ 
expenses were “inappro¬ 
priate” and “unaccept¬ 
able.” 

Thomson would not 
speak about the recent 
criticism, saying she's 
new to the board. 

“I was aware that there 
were changes made to the 
expense policies and pro¬ 
cedures,” she said. “The 
specifics, however, I am 
not aware of.” 

The Niagara Parks 
Commission had its own 
executive expenses scru¬ 
tinized when a probe by 
Ontario Ministry of 
Finance auditors in 2011 
showed some of the 
actions taken by former 
parks staff between 2008 
and 2010 were “inappro¬ 
priate and unacceptable,” 
such as exorbitant tips, as 


well as accommodations 
and meal costs that fre¬ 
quently exceeded govern¬ 
ment guidelines. 

Thomson had first 
been appointed to the 
parks commission’s board 
of directors in 2010 after 
Tourism Minister Michael 
Chan made sweeping 
changes to the board in 
an effort to take the agen¬ 
cy in a “new direction.” At 
that time, most of the 
existing board members 
were replaced. 

Thomson said the 
parks commission has 
become more open and 
transparent. 

“At the Niagara Parks 
Commission, we're just 
careful to follow all the 
directives of the province. 
As per proper protocol, 
the Pan Am Games should 
be held to the same stan¬ 
dard.”
